Hearing Aids 

Some digital wireless phones may interfere 
with some hearing aids. In the event of such 
interference, you may want to consult your 
service provider or your hearing aid 
manufacturer to discuss alternatives. 

Other Medical Devices 

If you use any other personal medical devices, 
consult the manufacturers of your devices to 
determine if they are adequately shielded 
from external RF energy. Your physician may 
be able to assist you in obtaining this 
information.

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1 Volume: Allows you to adjust the device volume. 



2 Infrared port: Allows the wireless exchange of data 
with similarly equipped devices. 

3 Power: Press to turn your device on and off. Can also 
be used to activate the device's backlight. 



4 Contacts: Press for quick access to your Contacts. 

5 Speaker: Audio output for phone calls and sounds. 

6 Notification LED: 



Flashing green every 3 seconds: Indicates GSM 
network signal.

5 Main battery unit: The main battery is under this cover, and can be changed only by an authorized service provider. 

6 External battery clip point: The tab on the optional extended battery should be inserted into the clip point before fastening 
the screws.

1 Soft Reset: Press gently with your stylus to reset the device. Similar to CTRL+ALT+DEL on your PC. 

2 Synchronization connector: This connector permits the exchange of data between your device and your PC. 
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3 Earphone jack: Allows you to listen to audio media or to use the included headset for hands-free calling. 

4 Battery on/off switch: Press once to turn your battery off. This will erase all memory in the device. Press again to turn your 
battery back on. This switch should be pressed only after speaking with an authorized service provider. 

5 MMC/SD card slot: Insert either MMC or SD cards in this slot to expand your device's memory capacity. 

Accessories 



This section describes some of the accessories that are available for use with the Siemens SX56 Pocket PC Phone. 



USB Cradle 




The Siemens SX56 Pocket PC Phone comes with a USB cradle. This 
cradle allows you to recharge your device, as well as synchronize 
information between your device and a PC using ActiveSync. 

B It is not possible to establish a connection to the wireless 
internet when your device is docked in the USB cradle. 

B To synchronize the Siemens SX56 Pocket PC Phone to your PC 
please ensure that the USB Cradle cord is plugged into an available 
USB port on your PC. 



SD and MMC Cards 



Your device has an expansion slot compatible with a range of SD (Secure Digital) and MMC (Multi-Media Card) Memory cards. 
These cards can be used to backup or transfer files and data. These cards are available for purchase separately. 
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To insert or remove a memory card: 

1 . Push the memory card into slot (see above) until it clicks into 
place. The card is secure only when it does not protrude from 
the bottom of the device. 

2. To remove the card push it in and then release. The card will 
spring out. 

Note: When you receive your device there will be a piece of 
plastic in the slot; remove as described in step 2 above. 



External Battery 



You can purchase an optional external battery that attaches securely to the rear of your device. This external battery effectively 
doubles the usage time of your device when fully charged. 

The external battery can be charged while attached to your device, by using the cradle or by using the cradle-less charger adapter. 
A full charging cycle, from empty to full, of the external battery and device combination, will require less than 5 hours.

• The serial cable offers another opportunity to synchronize 
data and files between your PC and your device without 
using the cradle.

Battery Information and Life 

Your SX56 contains a rechargeable Lithium-ion polymer battery, which is housed permanently in your device. Under no 
circumstances should you attempt to open the device to inspect the battery. Only an authorized service provider should service 
the battery. 

While you are using the Siemens SX56 Pocket PC Phone the amount of power consumed depends on whether you are talking on 
the phone, using the PDA functions or the device is on standby. If you use only the phone, you can expect a talk time of at least 
3 hours on one charge. If you use only the PDA functions, you can expect at least 15 hours of PDA usage on one charge. If your 
device is on standby, you can expect at least 150 hours on one charge.

Recharging the Battery 

It is extremely important to keep your battery charged, since all data on the device is maintained only if the battery has some 
charge remaining. If the battery becomes completely drained, all data on the device above will be erased, and only the programs 
installed when you purchased the device will remain. Backing up the data on your device regularly will reduce the negative 
effects of losing all battery power. To learn how to back up the data on your device, please refer to Section 3.2. 

You can recharge your device in the following ways: 
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How to Charge Using the Cradle 

• Place your SX56 in the cradle and 

connect the cradle to an external power 
source. A complete charging cycle will 
required less than 3 hours. The 
notification LED will show a steady 
green light when the battery is fully 
charged.

When Your Battery Is Low 



If the battery gets very low, your SX56 displays a warning message that directs you to charge the battery. If this occurs, save data 
in any applications that are presently open, synchronize your device to your PC, and turn off your device. Then connect your 
device to an external power source to begin recharging the battery. 

A portion of your battery is saved as backup. If the battery becomes completely drained, the backup portion of your battery will 
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protect your data for about 72 hours, even though the device will not switch on without being recharged. You must recharge your 
device within this time period to avoid losing your data completely.

More information 
about the use of SD cards can be found in the user manual on your companion product CD. 

A soft reset is similar to pressing CTRL+ALT+DEL on your PC - some data in open programs may be lost, but most memory is 
left intact. A soft reset can be performed by gently pressing the button referenced with the number 1 in Section 2.3 "Bottom Panel 
Feature Map" above. 

A hard reset erases all memory on the device. Follow the picture instructions below to perform a hard reset. 

To perform a soft reset 

If your SX56 responds slowly, stops responding, or freezes, try a soft reset. A soft reset causes the device to restart and re-adjust 
memory allocation. Unsaved data in open windows may be lost. 

• Use the stylus to press and hold the Reset button. (For details on finding soft reset, see, "Chapter 2, Bottom Edge 
Features.") 



To perform a full reset 




A full device reset clears memory, deletes all data and restores your device to its default settings. 
Programs installed at the factory remain, while data you have created and programs you have 
installed are erased. 



\1 . Unscrew the stylus and use the smaller point of the top-half. 
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2. Press the battery switch once to turn it off, and then once 
more to turn it back on. 




Backing Up Files 



It is important to back-up the data on your Siemens SX56 Pocket PC Phone, since this data can be erased permanently if your 
battery becomes completely drained. 

There are a number of options available to you to perform this back-up: 

• When you are at your desktop you can synchronize with your computer to backup files 

• When you are away from your desktop you can backup to an SD card, MMC card or FlashROM. 

• Backup individual fdes in Word or Excel or all files to a SD card.

2. To restore Contacts or Calendar tap the PIM tab, and then check one or 
both of the boxes.

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Calibrating Your Screen 

When you first startup your SX56, you will be asked to calibrate the screen by tapping the center of a cross with your stylus as it 
moves around the screen. This process ensures when you tap the screen with your stylus the item tapped is activated. 

If, however, when you are using your SX56, you discover tapping an item doesn't bring up the appropriate response, it means 
your device has lost calibration. You can recalibrate your screen by following the picture instructions below.

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To recalibrate your screen: 

1 . Tap Settings, System and then Screen. 

2. As described above, tap the center of the cross to with your stylus 
as it moves around the screen. 



Understanding the Today Screen 



The Today screen appears when you turn on your device for the first time each day. It also appears when you turn on your device 
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after 4 hours of inactivity. You can also display it by tapping dLJand then selecting Today from the menu items. 
The Today screen presents all the day's important information at a glance.

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Understanding the Navigation Command Bars 
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The navigation bar is located at the top of the screen. It 
displays the active program and current time, and allows you 
to switch to programs and close screens. 

Use the command bar at the bottom of the screen to perform 
tasks in programs. The command bar includes menu names, 
buttons, and the Input Panel button. To create a new item in 
the current program, tap New. To see the name of a button, 
tap and hold the stylus on the button. Drag the stylus off the 
button so that the command is not earned out. 



Pop up Menus 
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With pop up menus, you can quickly choose an action 
for an item. For example, you can use the pop up menu 
in the contact list to quickly delete a contact, make a 
copy of a contact, or send an e-mail message to a 
contact. The actions in the pop up menus vary from 
program to program. 

To access a pop up menu, tap and hold the stylus on the 
item name that you want to perform the action on. When 
the menu appears, lift the stylus, and tap the action you 
want to perform. Or tap anywhere outside the menu to 
close the menu without performing an action. 
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Notifications 



The Siemens SX56 Pocket PC Phone has many different capabilities to notify you of an event. For example, if you've set up an 
appointment in Calendar, a task with a due date in Tasks, or an alarm in Clock, you may be modified in one of the following ways: 



• A message box may appear on the screen OR 

• A sound, which you can specify, may be played OR 

• A light may flash on your device OR 

• The device may vibrate 

To choose reminder types and sounds for your device, tap then Settings. In the Personal tab, tap Sounds & 

Notifications. The options you choose here apply throughout the device. 



Different Ways to Enter Information on Your Device 

You have several options for entering new information: 

• Use the input panel to enter typed text by using the on-screen soft keyboard, Letter Recognizer, or Block Recognizer. 

• Write directly on the screen. 

• Draw pictures on the screen. 

• Speak into your device microphone to record a message. 

• Use Microsoft® ActiveSync® to synchronize or copy information from your PC to your device. For more information on 
ActiveSync, see ActiveSync Help on your PC, or Chapter 7 in this User Manual.

Use the input panel to enter information in any program on 
your device. You can either type using the soft keyboard or 
write using Letter Recognizer, Block Recognizer, or 
Transcriber.

Unlike Letter Recognizer and Block Recognizer, you can 
write a sentence or more of information. Then, pause and let Transcriber change 
the written characters to typed characters. 



1 . Tap the arrow next to the Input Panel button and then Transcriber. 

2. Write anywhere on the screen. 

For specific instructions on using Transcriber, with Transcriber open, tap the 
question mark in the lower right hand corner of the screen. 
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To enter punctuation using the input panel: 

1 . Tap the keyboard on the toolbar. 

2. Tap OK to hide the keyboard. 
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To learn how to enter a specific letter using the Script Transcriber: 

1 . Tap "a" on the toolbar. 

2. In the screen that appears, select the letter you want to learn about, and then tap 
on one of the examples given above. 

For specific instructions on using Transcriber, with Transcriber open, tap the 
question mark in the lower right hand corner of the screen.

Siemens and 
AT&T Wireless cannot accept responsibility for any errors that may occur 
during text conversion. 



Selecting Text That Has Been Entered 
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If you want to edit or format typed text, you must select it first. To do so: 

• Drag the stylus across the text you want to select. You can cut, copy, and paste 
text by tapping and holding the selected words and then tapping an editing 
command on the pop up menu, or by tapping the command on the Edit menu 



To change word suggestion options, such as the number of words suggested at one time, tap 
Settings, Personal tab, Input, and then the Word Completion tab. 



Editing Text That Has Been Entered 

Each input program provides cursor keys to move through text and backspace so that you can correct spelling, grammar or insert 
additional information. Alternatively, you can use your stylus to make an insert. 

After you have made an insert, you can use any of the input methods described above to add additional text at the insertion point. 



Writing on the Screen 



In any program that accepts writing, such as the Notes program, and in the Notes tab in Calendar, Contacts, and Tasks, you can 
use your stylus to write directly on the screen. Write as if you are writing on paper. You can edit and format what you have written 
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and convert the information to text at a later time. 



To write on the screen: 
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Tap the Pen button to switch to writing mode. This action displays lines on 
the screen to help you write. 
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Q Some programs that accept writing may not have the Pen button. See the documentation for that 
program to find out how to switch to writing mode. 



To select writing: 
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If you want to edit or format writing, you must select it first. 

1 . Tap and hold the stylus next to the text you want to select until the insertion 
point appears. 

2. Without lifting, drag the stylus across the text you want to select. 

If you accidentally write on the screen, tap Tools, then Undo and try again. You 
can also select text by tapping the Pen button to deselect it and then dragging the 
stylus across the screen. 

You can cut, copy, and paste written text in the same way you work with typed 
text: tap and hold the selected words and then tap an editing command on the pop 
up menu, or tap the command on the Edit menu. 
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To convert writing to text: 
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Tap Tools and then Recognize. 

If you want to convert only certain words, select them 
before tapping Recognize on the Tools menu (or tap and 
hold the selected words and then tap Recognize on the pop 
up menu). If a word is not recognized, it is left as writing. 

If the conversion is incorrect, you can select different 
words from a list of alternates or return to the original 
writing. To do so, tap and hold the incorrect word (tap one 
word at a time). On the pop up menu, tap Alternates. A 
menu with a list of alternate words appears. Tap the word 
you want to use, or tap the writing at the top of the menu to 
return to the original writing. 
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Tips for getting good recognition: 

1 . Write neatly. 

2. Write on the lines and draw descanters below the line. 
Write the cross of the "t" and apostrophes below the top 
line so that they are not confused with the word above. 
Write periods and commas above the line. 
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For better recognition, try increasing the zoom level to 
300% using the Tools menu. 

Write the letters of a word closely and leave big gaps 
between words so that the device can easily tell where 
words begin and end. 

Hyphenated words, foreign words that use special 
characters such as accents, and some punctuation cannot 
be converted. 

If you add writing to a word to change it (such as changing 
a "3" to an "8") after you attempt to recognize the word, 
the writing you add will not be included if you attempt to 
recognize the writing again. 



Drawing on the Screen 

You can draw on the screen in the same way that you write on the screen. The difference between writing and drawing on the 
screen is how you select items and how they can be edited. For example, selected drawings can be resized, while writing cannot. 
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To create a drawing: 
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Cross three ruled lines on your first stroke. A 
drawing box appears. Subsequent strokes that are 
within the drawing box or that touch the drawing 
box become part of the drawing. Drawings that do 
not cross three ruled lines will be treated as 
writing.

Tap and hold the stylus on the drawing until the 
selection handle appears.

You can cut, copy, and paste selected drawings by 
tapping and holding the selected drawing and then 
tapping an editing command on the pop up menu, or by 
tapping the command on the Edit menu. To resize a 
drawing, make sure the Pen button is not selected, and 
drag a selection handle.

Tap Tools and then a zoom 
level. 



Creating an Audio or Written Note 

The Siemens SX56 Pocket PC Phone offers you a number of ways to create audio or written notes. Notes can be created within 
many applications on your device through the Notes menu. You can also create Notes by selecting the Notes item from the Start 
pull-down menu. 

When entering written notes, it is possible to quickly enter frequently-used strings of text using the My Text feature.

Managing Memory 

There are two types of memory within the Siemens SX56 Pocket PC Phone: Storage memory and program memory. 

• Storage memory is used to store the information you create and programs you install. 

• Program memory is used to ran programs on your device. 

Your device will usually manage the amount of memory used for storage and the amount used for programs. When all memory is 
full, however, you will need to reduce the amount of storage memory used in order to restore the device's ability to allocate 
memory automatically. You can reduce the amount of storage memory used by following the picture instructions below. 

To view memory allocation and availability: 

Tap i£-A Settings, System and then Memory. 
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To make available storage memory: 

There are a number of ways to reduce the amount of storage memory used on your device. 

• First, you can elect to move data to a SD storage card. To do this, make sure than an SD storage card is properly inserted in 
the slot at the bottom of your device. There are a number of ways in which data can be transferred to a SD storage card.

• Tap — ' Programs, and then tap File Explorer. Tap and hold the file you want to move and tap Cut. Browse to 
the My Documents folder in the storage card folder, tap Edit, and then tap Paste. Files stored in folders other than 
My Documents or stored in folders within subfolders in My Documents may not show up in the list view of some 
programs. When using Notes, Pocket Word, or Pocket Excel, you can also move files by opening the item and 
tapping Tools or Edit and then Rename/Move. 

• Move e-mail attachments. In Inbox, tap Tools and then Options. On the Storage tab, select Store attachments 
on storage card. All attachments are moved to the storage card, and new attachments are automatically stored on 
the storage card. 

• Set programs such as Notes, Pocket Word, and Pocket Excel to automatically save new items on the storage card. 
In the program, tap Tools and then Options. 

• If you are copying files from your PC or another device to your SX56, try adjusting the slider in the Memory 

setting. Tap JLJaiul then Settings. On the System tab, tap Memory and check whether the slider can be adjusted 
manually before copying files. 

• Another option for freeing storage memory space is to delete unnecessary files. 

• Tap Ll_J. Programs, and then File Explorer. Tap and hold the file, and then tap Delete on the pop up menu. 

• To find your largest files, tap — ' and then Find. In the Type list, tap Larger than 64 KB, and then tap Go. 

• You can delete Internet Explorer pages stored in your device's memory by opening Internet Explorer, tapping 
Tools and then Options. Then tap Delete Files and Clear History. 



Customizing Your Device 

You can customize your device by adjusting device settings and installing additional software. 



3.3.1 Customizing the Today Screen 

You can customize the Today screen in a number of ways that will enrich your experience with the Siemens SX56 Pocket PC 
Phone. 

For example, you can change the background picture, select the information you want displayed and in what order, and change 
the conditions under which future appointments are displayed on the Today screen. 
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To Change the Background of the Today Screen: 

1 . Tap Start, Settings, Personal and then Today. 

2. On the Appearance tab, select the desired theme for the 
background. To use your own background, select Use 
this picture as the background and tap Browse to 

locate the desired file. 

3. Choose a folder and type and then tap find. 

4. Tap the picture you want to use and then tap OK. 
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To Select the Information Displayed on the Today Screen: 

1 . Tap Start, Settings, Personal and then Today. 

2. On the Items tab: 

• Uncheck a box to remove its information. 

• Select an item and tap Move Up or Move Down to 
change its position.

Please note that extending the period of time before your device reduces power will negatively impact your battery life for each 
charge. 



Changing the Default Button Settings 

The buttons on your device are default set for Calendar, Contacts and Phone. See the section above titled "Front Panel 
Components" for the locations of these buttons. 

You can change the Calendar and Contacts buttons to open other programs of your choice, rather than the Calendar and Contacts 
applications. Simply follow the picture instructions below. The Phone buttons cannot be changed to start other applications. 
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To change a button assignment: 

1 . Tap Start, Settings, Personal and then Buttons. 

2. Select a button, a program in Button Assignment, and then tap OK. 



Adding or Removing Programs 



Programs added to your device at the factory are stored in a type of memory that cannot be erased. This memory is called ROM 
(read only memory). You cannot remove the programs installed at the factory, and you will never accidentally lose these 
programs, even if your battery becomes completely drained. It is important to remember that files associated with these programs 
can be erased if you choose, or if your battery becomes completely drained. 



You can add programs to your device through the ActiveSync function, or directly from the internet. 



To add programs using ActiveSync: 

1 . Ensure that the program that you have selected matches the operating system and processor contained within your Siemens

About Your Phone 

As well all the standard features of a mobile phone - such as mailbox and call log - there are several dialing features unique to 
your SX56. For example, you can take notes while talking, dial directly from Microsoft Contacts and easily transfer contacts 
between your SIM card and the RAM of your device. 

Additionally, as with a conventional mobile phone, you can conveniently access and navigate the important features of your 
device and make calls. 



Installing The SIM Card 

This phone requires a SIM card to interact with AT&T Wireless's network. The SIM card has already been inserted at the factory; 
so there is no need for you to do anything in this step. If you wish, follow the picture instructions below to see how the SIM card 
has been inserted. After following the picture instructions, please ensure that the SIM door is completely closed. Your device 
will not operate if the SIM door is not closed completely. 
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DON'T FORGET TO CLOSE THE SIM DOOR BEFORE TRYING TO OPERATE THE 
PHONE. IT WILL NOT OPERATE UNLESS THE SIM DOOR IS FULLY CLOSED. 



Removing the SIM card 



The SIM card can be removed from the phone if necessary. Follow the picture instructions below to see how to remove the SIM 
card.

Adding and Transferring Contact Information

♦ Call Log - New contact numbers can be found in incoming or missed calls. 

The Importance of Storing Contacts in Multiple Locations 

♦ In the event you lose your SIM card while using it with another device your SIM numbers will be backed up to your device. 

♦ If you want to transfer a number to Speed Dial it must be in Contacts, not on the SIM card. 

♦ If you are using your SIM with another device, you may need the numbers stored in Microsoft Contacts. 

♦ Transferring numbers to Microsoft Contacts allows you to create a more detailed record.

Synchronizing mobile favorites downloads Web content to your device so that you can view pages while you are disconnected 
from your ISP and PC. 

Use the Internet Explorer plug in installed with ActiveSync to create mobile favorites quickly.

Prior to signing in to MSN Messenger you will need to disable optimization in the Wireless Tools application (refer to section 
9. 10.4 for further details on how to perform this task). Remember to re-enable optimization after logging off MSN Messenger to 
allow you too enhance your browsing experience.

From this view, while 
connected, you can chat, send e-mail, block the 
contact from chatting with you, or delete contacts 
from your list using the pop up menu. 



To see others online without being seen, in the Tools menu, tap My Status and select Appear 
Offline. If you block a contact, you will appear offline but will remain on the blocked contact's list. 
To unblock a contact, tap and hold the contact, then tap Unblock on the pop up menu. 



Chatting with Contacts in MSN Messenger 
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Tap a contact name to open a chat window. Enter your 
message in the text entry area at the bottom of the 
screen, or tap My Text to enter a preset message, and 
tap Send.

You can increase the stability of MSN Messenger sessions by configuring your device's power settings to extend the 

Please 
note that extending the period of time before your device reduces power will negatively impact your battery life for 
each charge. 



6.3 Ctl] Inbox: Sending and Receiving E-mail or SMS 

Use Inbox to send and receive e-mail messages in either of these ways: 

• Synchronize e-mail messages with Microsoft Exchange or Microsoft Outlook on your PC. 

• Send and receive e-mail messages by connecting directly to an e-mail server through an Internet service provider (ISP) or a 
network. 

You also can use Inbox to send and receive SMS; it supports 8 bits data with class 0, 1, 2, 3. And Unstructured Supplementary 
Service Data (USSD) as well. 



Synchronizing E-mail Messages 

E-mail messages can be synchronized as part of the general synchronization process. You will need to enable Inbox 
synchronization in ActiveSync. For information on enabling Inbox synchronization, see ActiveSync Help on the PC. 

During synchronization: 

• Messages are copied from the mail folders of Exchange or Outlook on your PC to the ActiveSync folder in Inbox on your 
device. By default, you will receive messages from the past five days and only the first 100 lines of each message. 
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E-mail messages in the Outbox folder on your device are transferred to Exchange or Outlook, and then sent from those 
programs. 

E-mail messages in folders must be selected in ActiveSync on your PC in order to be transferred. 



Using the Message List 
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Messages you receive are displayed in the message list. 
By default, the most recently received messages are 
displayed first in the list. 
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When you receive a message, tap it to open it. Unread 
messages are displayed in bold.

When you connect to your e-mail server or synchronize with your PC, by default, you'll receive messages from the last five days 
and only the first 100 lines of each new message. The original messages remain on the e-mail server or your PC. 
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You can mark the messages that you want to retrieve in full during your next synchronization or e-mail server connection. In the 
message list, tap and hold the message you want to retrieve. On the pop up menu, tap Mark for Download. The icons in the 
Inbox message list give you a visual indication^.- of message status. 

You specify your downloading preferences when you set up the service or select your synchronization options. You can change 
them at any time: 

• Change options for Inbox synchronization using ActiveSync options. For more information, see ActiveSync Help. 

• Change options for direct e-mail server connections in Inbox on your device. Tap Tools and then tap Options. On the 
Service tab, tap the service you want to change. Tap and hold the service and select Delete to remove a service. 

Creating an SMS or E-mail 



Tap New. 

In the To field, enter either e-mail address or SMS 
number of one or more recipients, separating them with a 
semicolon, or select a name from the contact list by 
tapping the Address Book button. All e-mail addresses 
entered in the e-mail fields in Contacts appear in the 
Address Book. 

Compose your message. To enter preset or frequently 
used messages, tap My Text and select a message. 

Tap Send when you've finished the message. If you are 
working offline, the message is moved to the Outbox 
folder and will be sent the next time you connect. 



Whether you want to send or read E-mail or a SMS, you 
can swap it by tapping Services then choose what service 
you want. 

If you are sending an SMS message and want to know if it 
was received, tap Edit, Options, and select Request SMS 
text message delivery notification before sending the 
message. 



Managing Messages and Folders 

By default, messages are displayed in one of five folders for each service you have created: Inbox, Deleted Items, Drafts, Outbox, 
and Sent Items. The Deleted Items folder contains messages that have been deleted on the device. The behavior of the Deleted 
and Sent Items folders depends on the options you have chosen. In the message list, tap Tools and then Options. On the Message 
tab, select your options. 

If you want to organize messages into additional folders, tap Tools, and then Manage Folders to create new folders. To move a 
message to another folder, in the message list, tap and hold the message and then tap Move to on the pop up menu. 

Folder behavior with a direct connection to an e-mail server 

The behavior of the folders you create depends on whether you are using ActiveSync, SMS, POP3, or IMAP4. 

1 . If you use ActiveSync, e-mail messages in the Inbox folder in Outlook will automatically be synchronized with your device. 
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You can select to synchronize additional folders by designating them for ActiveSync. The folders you created and the 
messages you moved will then be mirrored on the server. For example, if you move two messages from the Inbox folder to a 
folder named 'Family', and you have designated 'Family' for synchronization, the server creates a copy of the 'Family' 
folder and copies the messages into that folder. You can then read the messages while away from your PC. 

2. If you use SMS, messages are stored in the Inbox folder of SMS category. 

3. If you use POP3 and you move e-mail messages to a folder you created, the link is broken between the messages on the 
device and their copies on the mail server. The next time you connect, the mail server will see that the messages are missing 
from the device Inbox and delete them from the server. This prevents you from having duplicate copies of a message, but it 
also means that you will no longer have access to messages that you moved to folders created from anywhere except the 
device. 

4. If you use IMAP4, the folders you created and the e-mail messages you moved are mirrored on the server. Therefore, 
messages are available to you anytime you connect to your mail server, whether it is from your device or PC. This 
synchronization of folders occurs whenever you connect to your mail server; create new folders, or rename/delete folders 
when connected. 



Transferring Items Using Infrared 

Using infrared (IR), you can send and receive information, such as contacts and appointments, between two devices. 
To send information: 

1 . Switch to the program where you created the item you want to send, and locate this item in the list. 

2. Align the IR ports of the two devices so that they are unobstructed and within a close range. 

3. Tap and hold the item, and tap Beam Item on the pop up menu. 

You can also send items, but not folders, from File Explorer. Tap and hold the item 
you want to send, and then tap Beam File on the pop up menu. 



To receive information: 

1 . Align the IR ports of the two devices so that they are unobstructed and within a close range. 

2. Have the owner of the other device send the information to you. Your device will automatically receive it. 



^ Terminal Services Client 

Using the Terminal Services Client, you can log onto a Windows NT server type PC that is running Terminal Services software 
and use all of the programs that are available on that PC from your mobile device. For example, instead of running Microsoft 
Pocket Word, you can run the PC version of Microsoft Word and access all of the .doc files on that PC from your device. 

You cannot use Transcriber when entering information in Terminal Services. You 
must use Keyboard, Block Recognizer, or Letter Recognizer. 



Connecting to a Terminal Server 

Start a remote connection to the server via your wireless modem connection. 

1. Tap Programs, and then Terminal Services Client. 

2. To connect to a server you have previously connected to, in Recent Servers, tap a server. 
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3. 



To connect to a new server, enter the server's name in the Server box. Select the limit size of desktop to fit on the screen 
check box only when using applications that have been specifically sized for use with the Pocket PC 2002 Phone Edition 
operating system. 



Tap Co nnect. 



If the network administrator has configured Terminal Services Client to reconnect 
to disconnected sessions, and you previously disconnected from a Terminal Server 
without ending the session, the Terminal Services Client reconnects to that 
session. 



Disconnecting from a Terminal Server Without Ending Session 

The following commands must be accessed from the Start menu in the Terminal Services window used to access the PC's 
commands. Do not use the Start menu on your mobile device. 

1 . In the Terminal Services Client window, tap and then Shutdown. 

2. Tap Disconnect. 



If the network administrator has configured Terminal Services Client to reconnect 
to disconnected sessions, you will be reconnected to this session the next time you 
connect to this server. 



Disconnecting from a Terminal Server By Ending a Session

Navigating Within a Terminal Server Connection 

Once connected to the server, the PC's screen may more than fill your mobile device's screen. If scroll bars are displayed on the 
server's screen, you will see more than one set of scroll bars on your mobile device: 

• One to scroll information on the PC, and one to scroll the PC display through the Terminal Services window in Terminal 
Services Client. 

• To ensure you are scrolling the PC display through Terminal Services Client, use the four directional buttons at the 
bottom of the Terminal Services Client screen. 

• To better-fit information on your mobile device's screen, select Limit size of server desktop to fit on this screen. For 
best effect, programs on the PC should be maximized. 

Tips and Tricks When Connected 

6.4.1 Improving Display Performance 

Display performance is improved by decreasing the time it takes for the screen to be refreshed on the PC. 

1 . On your PC, select LiU Settings and Control Panel. 

2. Click Display. 

3. Clear the Transition effects for menus and tool tips check box. 

6.4.2 Improving Browser Performance 

Performance with Internet Explorer on the PC is improved by decreasing the time it takes for Web pages to be refreshed. 

In Internet Explorer on your PC, select Tools, Internet Options, Advanced, and then clear the Use smooth scrolling check box. 
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7. Microsoft ActiveSync 



Using Microsoft® ActiveSync®, you can synchronize the information on your PC with the information on your device. 
Synchronization compares the data on your device with your PC and updates both with the most recent information. For example: 

• Keep Pocket Outlook data up-to-date by synchronizing your device with Microsoft Outlook data on your PC. 

• Synchronize Microsoft Word and Microsoft Excel files between your device and PC. Your files are automatically converted 
to the correct format 



By default, ActiveSync does not automatically synchronize all types of 
information. Use ActiveSync options to turn synchronization on and off for 
specific information types. 



With ActiveSync, you can also: 

• Back up and restore your device data. 

• Copy (rather than synchronize) files between your device and PC. 

• Control when synchronization occurs by selecting a synchronization mode. For example, you can synchronize continually 
while connected to your PC or only when you choose the synchronize command. 

• Select which information types are synchronized and control how much data is synchronized. For example, you can choose 
how many weeks of past appointments you want synchronized. 

After installation is complete, the ActiveSync Setup Wizard helps you to connect your device to your PC, set up a partnership so 
you can synchronize information between your device and your PC, and customize your synchronization settings. Your first 
synchronization process will automatically begin when you finish using the wizard. 

After your first synchronization, take a look at Calendar, Contacts, and Tasks on your device. You'll notice that information 
you've stored in Microsoft Outlook on your PC has been copied to your device, and you didn't have to type a word. Disconnect 
your device from your PC and you're ready to go! 

Once you have set up ActiveSync and completed the first synchronization process, you can initiate synchronization from your 

device. To switch to ActiveSync on your device, tap and then tap ActiveSync. Note that if you have a wireless LAN card, 
you can synchronize remotely from your device. 

For information about using ActiveSync on your PC, start ActiveSync on your PC, and then see ActiveSync Help. 
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For more information about ActiveSync on your 

device, switch to ActiveSync, tap mi—i and then tap 
Help. 
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7.1 Synchronizing Files Between Your Device and Your PC 

When you first setup a connection, or by tapping Options in ActiveSync on your desktop, you can see, under Mobile Device, the 
list of programs that may be synchronized - this list includes: Calendar, Contacts, Tasks, Inbox, Files, Pocket Access, 
Favorites and AvantGo channels. Files is a specially created folder on your desktop in My Documents into which you must 
place all files (Word, Excel etc) you wish to synchronize. 

How to Synchronize Files 

1 . Select Files in ActiveSync, and then OK to creating a new folder. 

2. Use Windows Explorer on your desktop to find this folder - usually called My Documents pre-fixed by the name you gave 
to your connection - then copy files you want to synchronize into this folder. 

3. Tap Synchronize in ActiveSync. 

For more information about ActiveSync on your device, switch to ActiveSync, tap — 1 and then tap Help. 



8. Microsoft Pocket Outlook 

Microsoft® Pocket Outlook includes Calendar, Contacts, Tasks, Inbox, and Notes. You can use these programs individually or 
simultaneously. For example, e-mail addresses stored in Contacts can be used to address e-mail messages in Inbox. 

Using ActiveSync®, you can synchronize information in Microsoft Outlook or Microsoft Exchange on your PC with your device. 
You can also synchronize this information directly with a Microsoft Exchange server. Each time you synchronize, ActiveSync 
compares the changes you made on your device and PC or server, and updates both PC with the latest information. 
For information on using ActiveSync, see ActiveSync Help on the PC. 

You can switch to any of these programs by tapping them on the menu. 
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8.lQ Calendar: Scheduling Appointments and Meetings 
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Use Calendar to schedule appointments, including 
meetings and other events. You can check your 
appointments in one of several views (Agenda, Day, 
Week, Month, and Year) and easily switch views by 
using the View menu. 



You can customize the Calendar display, such as changing the first day of the week, by tapping 
Options on the Tools menu. 



8.1.1 Creating an Appointment 
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1 . If you are in Day or Week view, tap the desired date and time 

for the appointment. 

2. Tap New. 

3. Using the input panel, enter a description and a location. Tap 
first to select the field. 

4. If needed, tap the date and time to change them. 

5. Enter other desired information. You will need to minimize 
the input panel to see all available fields. 

6. To add notes, tap the Notes tab. You can enter text, draw, or 
create a recording. For more information on creating notes, 
see Notes: Capturing Thoughts and Ideas later in this 
chapter. 

7. When finished, tap OK to return to the calendar.

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When you tap an appointment in Calendar, a summary 
screen is displayed.

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8.1.3 Creating Meeting Requests 



You can use Calendar to set up meetings with users of Outlook or Pocket Outlook. The meeting request will be created 
automatically and sent either when you synchronize Inbox or when you connect to your e-mail server. Indicate how you want 
meeting requests sent by tapping Tools and then Options. If you send and receive e-mail messages through ActiveSync, select 
ActiveSync. 
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To schedule a meeting: 

1 . Create an appointment. 



In the appointment details, hide the input panel, and then tap 
Attendees. 

From the list of e-mail addresses you've entered in Contacts, 
select the meeting attendees. 

The meeting notice is created automatically and placed in 
the Outbox folder. 



For more information on sending and receiving meeting requests, 
see Calendar Help and Inbox Help on the device. 



8.2 l_I Contacts: Keeping Track of Friends and Colleagues 
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Contacts maintains a list of your friends and 
colleagues that you can easily find whether you 
are at home or on the road. Using the device 
infrared (IR) port, you can quickly share Contacts 
information with other device users. 



To change the way information is displayed in the list, tap Tools and then Options. 



8.2.1 Creating a Contact 
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1 . Tap New. 

2. Using the input panel, enter a name and other contact 
information. You will need to scroll down to see all 
available fields. 

3. To assign the contact to a category, scroll to and tap 
Categories and select a category from the list. In the 
contact list, you can display contacts by category. 

4. To add notes, tap the Notes tab. You can enter text, 
draw, or create a recording. For more information on 
creating notes, see Notes: Capturing Thoughts and 
Ideas later in this chapter. 

5. When finished, tap OK to return to the contact list. 
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8.2.2 Finding a Contact in Your Device 
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There are six ways to find a contact: 

1 . Press and hold the top directional button on the 
navigation pad until alphabetical letters appear on the 
screen in large type. Then use the navigation pad to 
scroll through the alphabet and select a letter. 

2. Tap one of the groups of letters displayed across the top 
of the screen.

5. To view the names of companies your contacts work 
for, in the contact list, tap View > By Company. The 
number of contacts that work for that company will be 
displayed to the right of the company name. 

6. Tap — 1 J Find, enter the contact name, select Contacts 
for the type, and then tap Go.

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When you tap a contact in the contact list, a summary 
screen is displayed. To change the contact information, 
tap Edit.

If a note is open when you create the recording, it 
will be included in the note as an icon. If the note list is 
displayed, it will be created as a stand-alone recording. 
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How to create a Note: 

1 . Tap New. 

2. Create your note by writing, drawing, typing, and 
recording. For more information about using the input 
panel, writing and drawing on the screen, and creating 
recordings, see Chapter 3. 



9. Companion Programs 



The companion programs on the Siemens SX56 Pocket PC Phone consist of Microsoft® Pocket Word, Microsoft® Pocket Excel, 
Windows Media™ Player, Microsoft® Reader, and Image Viewer. 

To switch to a companion program on your device, tap Programs on the menu, and then tap the program name. 

Pocket Word 



Pocket Word works with Microsoft Word on your PC to give you easy access to copies of your documents. You can create new 
documents on your device, or you can copy documents from your PC to your device. Synchronize documents between your PC 
and your device so that you have the most up-to-date content in both locations. 

Use Pocket Word to create documents, such as letters, meeting minutes, and trip reports. To create a new file, tap Programs, 
Pocket Word, and then New. A blank document appears. Or, if you have selected a template for new documents in the Options 
dialog box, that template appears with appropriate text and formatting already provided. Only one document may be opened at a 
time. When you open a second document, you'll be asked to save the first. You can save a document you create or edit in a 
variety of formats, including Word (.doc), Pocket Word (.psw), Rich Text Format (.rtf), and Plain Text (.txt). 

Pocket Word contains a list of the files stored on your device. Tap a file in the list to open it. To delete, make copies of, and send 
files, tap and hold a file in the list. Then, select the appropriate action on the pop up menu. 
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You can change the zoom magnification by tapping View and then Zoom. Then 
select the percentage you want. Select a higher percentage to enter text and a lower 
one to see more of your document. 

If you are opening a Word document created on a PC, select Wrap to Window on 
the View menu so that you can see the entire document. 



You can enter information in Pocket Word in one of four modes (typing, writing, drawing, and recording), which are displayed on 
the View menu. Each mode has its own toolbar, which you can show and hide by tapping the Show/Hide Toolbar button on the 
command bar. 
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9.1.1 About Typing Modes in Pocket Word 
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Using the input panel, enter typed text into the 
document. For more information on entering 
typed text, see Chapter 3. 

To format existing text and to edit text, first select 
the text. You can select text as you do in a 
MS-Word document, using your stylus instead of 
the mouse to highlight the text you want to select. 
You can search a document by tapping Edit and 
then Find/ Replace. 



9. 1 .2 About Writing Modes in Pocket Word 
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In writing mode, use your stylus to write directly 
on the screen. Ruled lines are displayed as a guide, 
and the zoom magnification is greater than in 
typing mode to allow you to write more easily. 
For more information on writing and selecting 
writing, see Chapter 3. 
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If you cross three ruled lines in a single stylus stroke, the writing becomes a 
drawing, and can be edited and manipulated as described in the following section. 
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Written words are converted to graphics (metafiles) when a Pocket Word 
document is converted to a Word document on your PC. 



9.1.3 About the Drawing Mode in Pocket Word 
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In drawing mode, use your stylus to draw on 
the screen. Gridlines appear as a guide. 
When you lift your stylus off the screen after 
the first stroke, you'll see a drawing box 
indicating the boundaries of the drawing. 
Every subsequent stroke within or touching 
the drawing box becomes part of the 
drawing. For more information on drawing 
and selecting drawings, see Chapter 3. 



9.1 .4 About the Recording Mode in Pocket Word 

In recording mode, embed a recording into your document. Recordings are saved as .wav files. For more information on 
recording, see "Making a Recording" in Chapter 1 . 

For more information on using Pocket Word, tap then Help. 
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LsJ Pocket Excel 

Pocket Excel works with Microsoft Excel on your PC to give you easy access to your workbooks. You can create new workbooks 
on your device, or you can copy workbooks from your PC to your device. Synchronize workbooks between your PC and your 

device so that you have the most up-to-date content in 
both locations. 

Use Pocket Excel to create workbooks, such as expense 

JrT, 

reports and mileage logs. To create a new file, tap i£H 
Programs, Pocket Excel, and then New. A blank 
workbook appears. Or, if you have selected a template 
for new workbooks in the Options dialog box, that 
template appears with appropriate text and formatting 
already provided. Only one workbook may be opened at 
a time. When you open a second workbook, you'll be 
asked to save the first. You can save a workbook you 
create or edit in a variety of formats, including Pocket 
Excel (.pxl) and Excel (.xls). 

Pocket Excel contains a list of the files stored on your 
device. Tap a file in the list to open it. To delete, make 
copies of, and send files, tap and hold a file in the list. 
Then select the appropriate action from the pop up 
menu. 

Pocket Excel provides fundamental spreadsheet tools, 
such as formulas, functions, sorting, and filtering. To display the toolbar, tap View and then Toolbar. 
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If your workbook contains sensitive information, you can protect it with a password. To do so, 
open the workbook; tap Edit, and then Password. Every time you open the workbook, you will 
need to enter the password, so choose one that is easy for you to remember but hard for others to 
guess. 



Tips for Working in Pocket Excel 

Note the following when working in large worksheets in Pocket Excel: 



• View in full screen mode to see as much of your worksheet as possible. Tap View and then Full Screen. To exit full screen 
mode, tap Restore. 

• Show and hide window elements. Tap View and then tap the elements you want to show or hide. 

• Freeze panes on a worksheet. First select the cell where you want to freeze panes. Tap View and then Freeze Panes. You 
might want to freeze the top and leftmost panes in a worksheet to keep row and column labels visible as you scroll through a 
sheet. 



• Split panes to view different areas of a large worksheet. Tap View and then Split. Then drag the split bar to where you want 
it. To remove the split, tap View and then Remove Split. 

• Show and hide rows and columns. To hide a hidden row or column, select a cell in the row or column you want to hide. Then 
tap Format, then Row or Column, and then Hide. To show a hidden row or column, tap Tools, then Go To, and then type a 
reference that are in the hidden row or column. Then tap Format, then Row or Column, and then Unhide. 
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Windows Media Player 



Use the Microsoft Windows Media Player to play digital audio and video files that are stored on your device or on a network. To 
switch to Windows Media Player, tap J-A Programs, and then tap Windows Media. 
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Use Microsoft Windows Media Player on your PC to 
copy digital audio and video fdes to your device. The 
Siemens SX56 Pocket PC Phone can play Windows 
Media and MP3 files, among others. 

For more information about using Windows Media 
Player for SX56, tap and then tap Help. 



r Microsoft Reader 

Use Microsoft Reader to read e-Books on your device. Download books to your PC from your favorite e-Book Web site. Then, 
use ActiveSync to copy the book files to your activated device. The books appear in the MS-Reader Library, where you can tap 
them in the list to open them. 

Each book consists of a cover page, an optional table of contents, and the pages 
of the book. You are able 

• Page through the book by using the Up/Down control on your device or by 
tapping the page number on each page. 

• Annotate the book with highlighting, bookmarks, notes, and drawings.

• The Guide-book contains all the information you will need to use the 
software.

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9.6.1 Loading Books onto Your Device 

You can purchase and download book files from the Web to your PC and then synchronize them with your device. In order to do 
so, you must have activated your device for this service (you only need to activate it once), have an activated copy of MS Reader 
on your PC, and have set up synchronization for Files in ActiveSync. 

1 . Open ActiveSync on your PC then check you have selected synchronize Files - if you have done so it will appear under 
Information Type; if you have not, tap Options, Sync options, tap Files and then OK from the pop-up menu. (The pop 
up menu is telling you the computer will create a folder in which you put fdes you wish to synchronize) 

2. If you have not already activated your device, open a web browser, go to http://das.Microsoft.com/activate and follow 
the instructions. 

3. Go to www.microsoft.com/reader/shop.asp for a list of retailers selling Microsoft Reader e-Books. 

4. If you do not have a copy of MS-Reader on your PC, go to one of the retailers listed above and download a free copy 
from their site; then activate it as described above. 

5. Go to one of the Microsoft Reader e-Book sites, and follow the instructions in the site for choosing, purchasing and 
downloading a book to your desktop. 

6. Use Windows Explorer on your desktop to locate the MS Reader "My Library" folder and the "Pocket_PC My 
Documents" folder, find the book title in My Library and then copy it to Pocket_PC My Documents. ActiveSync will 
then download the fdes from your PC to your activated device. 

Sample books and a dictionary are also included in the MS Reader folder in the Extras folder on the Companion CD. 



9.6.2 Using the Library 



The Library is your Reader home page; it displays a list of all books stored on your device or storage card. 
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To open the Library: 

• On the Reader command bar, tap Library. 

• On a book page, tap the book title, and then tap 
Library on the pop up menu. 

To open a book: 

• Tap its title in the Library list.

9.6.3 Reading a Book 
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Each book consists of a cover page, an optional table 
of contents, and the pages of the book. Navigation 
options are listed in the bottom portion of the cover 
page. 

The first time you open a book, you will probably want 
to go to the first page or to the table of contents if there 
is one. 

Subsequently, whenever you open the book, you will 
be automatically taken to the last page read. 
In addition to the text, each book page includes a page 
number and book title. 

You can also page through a book by using the Up/ 
Down control on your device. 



9.6.4 Using Reader Features 

Reading a book electronically gives you several options not available with paper books. These options are available on any page 
of an electronic book that you are reading. 

For example, you can manipulate text on-screen. To do so, first select text by tapping and dragging your stylus across the text on 
the page. Then, tap an option on the pop up menu as described here: 

• Search for Text. Find text in a book by tapping Find on the pop up menu. Enter the word you want to search for and tap the 
desired Find option. The reader highlights the found text on the page. To close Find, tap outside the box. To return to your 
original page, tap the title and then tap Return on the pop up menu. 

• Copy Text. You can copy text from books that support this feature into any program that accepts text. On a book page, select 
the text you want to copy. Then, tap Copy Text on the pop up menu. The text can be pasted into the program of your choice. 

• Bookmarks. When you add a bookmark to a book, a color-coded bookmark icon appears in the right margin. You can add 
multiple bookmarks to a book. Then, from anywhere in the book, tap the bookmark icon to go to the bookmarked page. 

• Highlights. When you highlight text, it appears with a colored background. 

• Notes. When you attach a note to text, you enter the text in a note pad that appears on top of the book page. A Note icon will 
display in the left margin. To show or hide the note, tap the icon. 

• Drawings. When you add a drawing, a Drawing icon appears in the bottom-left comer of the page, and drawing tools appear 
across the bottom of the page. Draw by dragging your stylus. 

• To see a list of a book's annotations, including bookmarks, highlights, text notes, and drawings, tap Annotations Index on 
the book's cover page. You can tap an entry in the list to go to the annotated page. 
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9.6.5 Removing a Book 
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When you finish reading a book, you can delete it to conserve space 
on your device. If a copy of the book is stored on your PC, you can 
download it again at any time. 

To remove a book from your device, tap and hold the title in the 
Library list, and then tap Delete on the pop up menu. 



'image Viewer 




• Image Viewer allows you to conveniently view high-resolution 
JPEG and BMP pictures, whether you are at home or on the road. 

• Download images to your PC, and then use ActiveSync to copy the 
files to your device. The images appear in Image Viewer, where 
you can tap them in the list to open them 

■3 Pictures can also be stored on a MMC or SD memory card to save 
memory on your device. Insert a card into the memory card slot and then 
copy or drag the pictures from your PC to the My Documents directory on 
the memory card (If the memory card does not have a My Documents 
directory you must create one first).

9.7.1 Transferring Images to your Siemens SX56 Pocket PC Phone 

Pictures stored on your PC can be synchronized with Image Viewer on your device. Picture synchronization is not automatically 
selected in ActiveSync. For more information on synchronization, see ActiveSync Help on the PC. 

9.7.2 Changing your Image List Layout 

You can choose to file your images in a list (see left) or as Viewer icons (see right). 
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To file images in a list tap View and then Details. 

To file images as Viewers tap View and then Large Icons. 
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9.7.3 Viewing Images 

1. View any image stored on your device by tapping Start, Programs, Image Viewer and then Browse. 

2. In Browse tap Find All or Change Folder - if you tap Change Folder a screen will appear listing the folders on your 
device. 

3. Before you choose one, you may select to view the actual size of the picture or to fit it to the screen. To do so tap View, 
Zoom, Best Fit or Actual Size. 

9.7.4 Deleting an Image 

Hold the stylus firmly on the file name of the picture you want to delete, and then select Delete from the pop up menu. 

9.7.5 Refreshing all Images 

On the pop up menu, tap Refresh, the file information on picture list will be refreshed. 



9.7.6 Arranging the Order of Images 

If you are working in Details view, you can change the order in which the pictures are listed by tapping any of the following: file 
name, resolution, color numbers, file type, date or file size. The list will be sorted on the criteria selected. 

Office Online 

Installation is quick and easy with Office Online allowing you to get up and running in just a few simple steps. 



9.8.1 To install Office Online 

1. Tap Start > Programs > Office Online. You will be prompted to configure your device to use Office Online. 

2. Tap Configure to configure your device. You will get a confirmation indicating that configuration was successful. 
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3. Tap Start Office Online Now to start using Office Online. 
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9.8.2 Starting the Application 
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After the application is installed, there are two options to starting the Office Online application, allowing you to determine which 
is the best method for you. 

To start the application: 

Tap the Q icon in the system tray (at the bottom 
of the screen). 
Or: 

Tap Start > Office Online. 



By starting application, the Office Online home 
screen will display. 
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Wireless Tools 

Wireless Tools is the key to maintaining a 
healthy connection between your device, the 
Internet, your e-mail, and Office Online. 

Wireless Tools allows you to optimize your 
browser settings to meet your browsing needs, 
and allows you to easily connect to the Internet 
and your favorite sites. 

From the Wireless Tools page, you can access: 

• Optimization Settings — The tools 
needed to maintain a speedy 
connection 

• Pocket Guide — Your gateway to the 
Internet 
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9.9.1 Optimization Settings 

Optimization Settings allows you to select the 
efficiency settings on your device, giving you 
more control over page-loading times and 
performance speeds. 

Optimizing your device allows you to download 
Web pages and images more quickly. It can also 
by used to verify the status of the optimization 
feature, and enable and disable it at your 
discretion. 

The Optimization feature also allows you to 
activate additional tools including the content 
blocking, image quality settings, and set various 
protocols used to access your POP3/IMAP4 
e-mail accounts. 
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9.9.2 Enabling and Disabling the Optimization Feature 

Although the Optimization feature is enabled by default, you can disable it to view clearer images and download all types of 
content. There are several status settings with which you should be familiar. 
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9.9.3 Optimization Status Settings 

• Enabled — Indicates that the Optimization feature is enabled. This is the default option. 

• Idle or Optimizing — Indicates that the Optimization feature is in the process of optimizing your device and that the 
feature is enabled. 

• Disabled — Indicates that the Optimization feature is disabled. 

• Bypass — Indicates that the Optimization feature is enabled but failed to optimize the current data transfer. 

9.9.4 To enable and disable Optimization 

1 . Tap Wireless Tools to view the Optimization screen. 

2. Select the Use Optimization check box to enable Optimization; deselect it to disable it. 

3. Tap OK in the upper-right corner of the screen to return to the Wireless Tools screen. 



9.9.5 Setting the Image Quality Feature 

Setting the Image Quality feature allows you to determine whether the images you see while browsing are of high, medium, or 
low quality. Image quality affects the performance of your device, where: 

• High-image quality provides you with crisp, clear images when browsing the Internet, although screen-loading times may 
be lengthy. Performance may be slower than normal. 

• Medium-image quality loads generally clear images. Screen-loading times may take some time. Performance will be 
normal. This is the default setting. 

• Low-image quality reduces image clarity, so images are less vibrant and detailed. Because there is less detail to load, you'll 
see shorter screen-loading times and improved performance. 

To set the Image Quality feature: 

1. Tap Wireless Tools to view the Optimization screen. 

2. Select an image-quality type. The default setting is medium. 

3. Tap OK in the upper-right corner of the screen to return to the Wireless Tools screen. 

4. If you have Pocket IE open, restart it for the new settings to take effect. 
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9.9.6 Blocking Content 

Blocking particular types of Internet content is 
useful when trying to maximize the performance 
of your device while browsing the Internet. 
Animation, applets, audio, and video heavily tax 
the speed at which your device can download 
information. Preventing these types of content 
from loading can decrease screen-loading times 
and improve overall performance. 

The four blocking features are: 

• Animation — Blocks animated files, 
such as GIF files 

• Applets — Blocks applets, such as 
Java applets 

• Audio — Blocks audio files, such a 
WAV files 

• Video — Blocks video content, such 
as AVI or MPEG files 
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To set the Blocking feature: 

1 . Tap Optimization Settings > Advanced. The Blocking screen (Content tab) will display. 

2. Select the check boxes next to the content types you want to block (prevent from loading) while browsing the Internet. These 
options include: Animation, Applets, Audio, and Video. The default is set so that none are selected (i.e., all download and 
display). 

3. Tap OK in the upper-right corner of the screen to save your settings and return to the Optimization screen. 



9.9.7 Connecting to POP3 and IMAP4 Mail 



Configuring your personal e-mail protocols for 
use with Office Online enables you to optimize 
e-mail sent and received using your personal 
e-mail client program, such as Yahoo or Outlook. 
A protocol is a set of rules or standards that 
enable computers to connect with each other to 
exchange information. 

Configuring your personal e-mail protocols can 
be accomplished by inputting the name of the 
POP3 (post office protocol) server on which your 
personal e-mail resides, and indicating whether 
your personal e-mail service provider uses simple 
mail transfer protocol (SMTP) to send and 
retrieve e-mail messages, and network news 
transfer protocol (NNTP) to post, distribute, and 
retrieve newsgroup messages. 

Although e-mail inputs are stored here in the 
Optimization Settings > E-mail tab, setting up 
your personal mail accounts is done through your 
Inbox by tapping Start > Inbox > Services > 
New Service. 
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For each of the accounts you wish to optimize, you will need to include the port number for that protocol. Your message traffic 
will be forwarded and accelerated based on the settings you provide. 

The default values for port fields are already provided based on the following industry standards: 

• POP3/IMAP4 port: 110 

• SMTP port: 25 

• NNTP port: 119 



9.9.8 Maintaining Your GPRS Connection 



The Office Online software is automatically 
configured to search for a GPRS connection each 
time you connect to the Internet. If you are 
having trouble establishing a connection, verify 
that the software is still configured to look for 
GPRS.

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Appendix A: Letter Recognizer 



Using Letter Recognizer, you can write characters directly on your SX56 screen with your stylus, just as you would on a piece of 
paper. The characters you write are translated into typed text. Use Letter Recognizer anywhere you want to enter text. For 
example, you may want to write a note or to fill in fields in a dialog box. 
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The default writing mode for Letter Recognizer 
is lowercase (Jot-compatible) mode. In this 
mode, you write characters in lowercase. The 
chart at the end of this appendix contains 
examples of how to write characters in lowercase 
mode. You can also choose to write in uppercase 
(Graffiti-compatible) mode. In this mode, you 
write characters in uppercase. If you prefer to 
write in uppercase mode, tap Uppercase Mode 
in Options on the input method menu. Whether a 
letter appears in uppercase or lowercase when it 
is converted to typed text depends on where in 
the input panel you write it, not on the mode you 
have selected. 

The Letter Recognizer input panel is divided into 
three writing areas. Letters written in the left area 
(labeled ABC) creates uppercase letters, and 
letters written in the middle area (labeled abc) 
creates lowercase letters. Use the right area 
(labeled 123) for writing numbers, symbols, 
special characters, and punctuation. 
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The chart is a partial display of the characters you 
can write while in lowercase mode (the dot on 
each character is the starting point for writing). 
Remember that even though you write a letter in 
its lowercase form, the case of the text that is 
displayed depends on where you write the letter. 
For example, if you write a lowercase "a" in the 
ABC area, an uppercase "A" is displayed on the 
screen. 



For more information on using Letter Recognizer and for demos of all characters, tap on the Letter Recognizer input panel. 
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Appendix B: Troubleshooting 



Resetting the Device and Clearing Its Memory 

You can perform a soft reset or a full reset, depending on the situation: a full reset, in the sense that you will lose all data and any 
software you have installed yourself, is similar to reinstalling your OS on your PC; a soft reset is similar to restarting your 
desktop. 

If your SX56 responds slowly, stops responding or freezes, try a soft reset. A soft reset causes the SX56 to restart and re-adjust 
memory allocation. Unsaved data in open windows may be lost. 

To perform a soft reset: 

• Use the stylus to press and hold the Reset button for about two seconds. (For details on finding soft reset, see, "Chapter 
2, Bottom Edge Features.") 

To perform a full reset: 

Warning: Clearing memory deletes all data and restores the SX56 to its default settings. Programs installed at the factory remain, 
while data you have created and programs you have installed are erased.

2. Press the battery switch once to turn it off, and then once more to 
turn it back on. 



PI | Use ActiveSync to keep a backup of your personal data on your device so that if you need to clear memory,

If the Battery Runs Low 

When the battery is low, you will see a battery icon - main battery low, d- main battery very low) in the status bar of the 
screen and a pop up screen to tell you to recharge the battery as soon as possible. The battery is split into two parts: main battery 
and backup battery. When the main battery is discharged your device will power off. However, the backup battery will preserve 
your data for 72 hrs. If the backup battery is discharged completely, you run the risk of losing the data that has been synchronized 
with ActiveSync and all applications that you have installed on your SX56. 



Immediately Plug Into an External Power Source 

Use the AC adapter to plug your SX56 into external power whenever possible, especially when: 

• Establishing a remote connection. 

• Using the frontlight feature of your SX56 display. 

• Connecting to a PC. 

• Letting the notification light flash for extended periods. 



Shorten Your Auto-Suspend Time 

While on battery power, your SX56 automatically suspends operation if you have not touched the hardware buttons or used the 

stylus for a specified period of time. Maximize battery life by shortening the time. Tap then Settings. On the System tab, 

tap Power, and then adjust the On battery power setting. 

Turn Off Sounds You Don't Need 

The SX56 produces sounds when there are appointments and reminders, as well as when the screen is tapped and the hardware 



buttons are pressed. To optimize battery life, turn off any sounds you do not need. Tap iitjand then Settings. On the Personal 
tab, tap Sounds & Reminders and clear check boxes on the Volume and Reminders tabs. 

Turn Off Notification Lights 
FJFi 

Tap and then Settings. On the Personal tab, tap Sounds & Reminders. On the Reminders tab, clear the Flash light for 

check box. 

If You Set a Password, and Then Forget What It Is 

If you forget your password, you will need to clear memory on the SX56. See Reset the device and clear memory earlier in this 
appendix. 



If You Run Out of Memory 



Memory on your device is shared between storage memory and program memory. Storage memory is used to store the 
information you create and programs you install. Program memory is used to run programs on your device. SX56 automatically 
manages the allocation between storage and program memory. However, in some situations, such as when memory is low, SX56 
may not be able to automatically adjust the allocation. If you receive a message stating that storage or program memory is 
unavailable, try the following solutions. 

Clear Some Space in Your Device's Storage Memory 

• Move data to a MMC/ SD storage card. Storage cards needs to be bought separately 
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Tap Programs, and then File Explorer. Tap and hold the file you want to move, and tap Cut. Browse to the My 
Documents folder in the storage card folder, tap Edit, and then tap Paste. Files stored in folders other than My Documents or 
stored in folders within folders in My Documents may not show up in the list view of some programs. When using Notes, 
Pocket Word, or Pocket Excel, you can also move fdes by opening the item and tapping Tools or Edit and then 
Rename/Move. 

Move e-mail attachments. In Inbox, tap Tools and then Options. On the Storage tab, select Store attachments on storage 
card. All attachments are moved to the storage card and new attachments are automatically stored on the storage card. 

Set programs such as Notes, Pocket Word, and Pocket Excel to automatically save new items on the storage card. In the 
program, tap Tools and then Options. 

If you are copying files from your PC or another device to your SX56, try adjusting the slider in the Memory setting. Tap 
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land then Settings. On the System tab, tap Memory and check whether the slider can be adjusted manually before 
copying files. 



Delete unnecessary files. Tap Llj. Programs, and then File Explorer. Tap and hold the file, and then tap Delete on the pop 
up menu. To find your larger files, tap JLA and then Find. In the Type list, tap Larger than 64 KB, and then tap Go. 

In Internet Explorer options, delete all files and clear history. In Internet Explorer, tap Tools and then Options. Tap Delete 
Files and Clear History. 

Remove programs you no longer use. Tap then Settings. On the System tab, tap Remove Programs. Tap the 

program you want to remove and then Remove. 

Clear program memory as described in the following section. This will free some program memory so that it can be allocated 
to storage memory. 



Clear Space in Program Memory by Closing Programs 

• Stop programs you are not currently using. In most cases, programs automatically stop to free needed memory. However, in 
some situations, such as when confirmation dialog boxes are waiting for a user response, the program may not be able to 

automatically stop. To check the state of your active programs, tap SEJand then Settings. On the System tab, tap Memory 
and then the Running Programs tab. Tap the program you want to view and then tap Activate. Close any open windows or 
messages and return the program to list view. If this does not work, you can stop the program manually. First, make sure that 
closing open items and returning the program to list view save your work. Then, stop the program by tapping Stop or Stop 
All on the Running Programs tab. 

• Clear storage memory as described in the preceding section. This will free some storage memory so that it can be allocated to 
program memory. 

• Reset your SX56 can release the program memory, you can do it as described in earlier in this appendix. 

If Your Screen Freezes or Responds Slowly 

Reset your Siemens SX56 Pocket PC Phone. See Reset the Siemens SX56 Pocket PC Phone and clear memory section earlier 
in this appendix. 

If Your Screen is Blank 

If your SX56 does not respond when you briefly press the Power button, press and hold the button for a full second. If that does 
not work: 

• Make sure your SIM door cover is closed and all expansion slots are secured. 

• Plug the AC power into device. 

Reset the device. See Reset the Siemens SX56 Pocket PC Phone and clear memory section earlier in this appendix. 

If Your Screen Appears Dark and You Are Outside 

Prolonged exposure to direct sunlight may cause your screen to temporarily darken. This is normal for LCD screens and is not 
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permanent. 

If Items Display Incompletely On Your Screen 

If you are having a hard time viewing a document in Notes, try changing the size of the view. To do this, tap a zoom percentage on 
the Tools menu. In Pocket Word and Pocket Excel, on the View menu, tap Zoom and then select a zoom percentage. In Pocket 
Internet Explorer, on the View menu, tap Text Size and then select a size. 

If you are having a hard time viewing Pocket Outlook data, try enlarging the display font. To do this within Calendar, Tasks, or 
Contacts, tap Tools, then Options, and then select Use large font. 

If Your Device Responds Inaccurately to Screen Taps 

Adjust the touch screen to respond more accurately to screen taps. Tap £i_J and then Settings. On the System tab, tap Align 
Screen. Or press and hold Calendar button and then press Action to launch the screen tapping calibration process. 

If Your Devices Responds Slowly or Not At All 

Reset your SX56. See Reset the Siemens SX56 Pocket PC Phone and clear memory section earlier in this appendix. 

If You Have Trouble Transferring Information via Infrared 

If you are unable to use IR to transfer information, try the following: 

• Transfer only one file or no more than 25 contact cards at a time. 

• Line up the IR ports so that they are unobstructed and within a close range. 

• Make sure nothing is between the two IR ports. 

• Adjust the room lighting. Some types of light interfere with IR connections. Try moving to a different location or turning off 
some lights. 

If You Have Trouble Using Your Phone To Make Calls 

If you have a problem using your phone, try the following: 

• Check your wireless connection to your AT&T Wireless is switched on and the signal unobstructed (For more information, 
see Checking you are Connected). 

• Contact AT&T Wireless for help. 

• Ensure that the appropriate frequency band is selected in Settings, Phone, Band. If you are in the United States or Canada, 
you should select GSM 1900 on this screen. 

If You Have Trouble Connecting to the Internet 

The following connection problems may occur. Additional troubleshooting information is available in 
Connections Help on the SX56 and ActiveSync Help on the PC. 

• Make sure that your wireless connection to AT&T Wireless is activated and that your signal is unobstructed. 

• Verify with your Internet service provider that the network you are trying to connect is available, or try to connect to it from 
another PC. 

• Contact AT&T Wireless for help. 

• Verify that your connection settings are set to the default "GPRS Connection".

• Verify with your network administrator that your user name and password are correct. 

• Verify with your network administrator that the network you are trying to connect is available, or try to connect to it from 
another PC. 

• You may need to change the device name if you are trying to connect to a network and cannot because another SX56 with the 

same name is already connected. To change the SX56 name, tap £dJ and then Settings. On the System tab, tap About, and 
then the Device ID tab. 



If You Have Trouble With A Cable or Cradle Connection to Your PC 

The following solutions may help if you encounter problems when connecting to your PC. Additional troubleshooting 
information is available in Connections Help on the SX56 and ActiveSync Help on the PC. 

• Ensure the device is turned on. 

• Ensure that you do not have any other active connections. Tap &lJ and then Today. Tap or at the bottom of the 
screen and then Disconnect. 

• Ensure the cable is securely plugged into the COM port on the back of your PC. Use the cable that came with the device 
without any extra cables or extenders attached. 

• Plug the other end of the cable securely into the correct port on your device. If you are using a cradle, push your device 
securely into the cradle.

Your wireless Siemens SX56 wireless PDA 
phone is a radio transmitter and receiver. It is 
designed and manufactured not to exceed the 
emission limits for exposure to 
radiofrequency (RF) energy set by the Federal 
Communications Commission of the U.S. 
Government. These limits are part of 
comprehensive guidelines and establish 
permitted levels of RF energy for the general 
population. The guidelines are based on 
standards that were developed by independent 
scientific organizations through periodic and 
thorough evaluation of scientific studies. The 
standards include a substantial safely margin 
designed to assure the safely of all persons, 
regardless of age and health. 

The exposure standard for wireless mobile 
phones employs a unit of measurement 
known as the Specific Absorption Rate, or 
SAR. The SAR limit set by the FCC is 1 .6 
W/kg. Tests for SAR are conducted using 
standard operating positions specified by the 
FCC with the phone transmitting at its highest 
certified power level in all tested frequency 
bands. Although the SAR is determined at the 
highest certified power level, the actual SAR 
level of the phone while operating can be well 
below the maximum value. This is because 
the phone is designed to operate at multiple 
power levels so as to 



use only the power required to reach the 
network. In general, the closer you are to a 
wireless base station antenna, the lower the 
power output.Before a phone model is 
available for sale to the public, it must be 
tested and certified to the FCC that it does 
not exceed the limit established by the 
government-adopted requirement for safe 
exposure. The tests are performed in positions 
and locations (for example, at the ear and 
worn on the body) as required by the FCC for 
each model. The highest SAR value for this 
Siemens SX56 wireless PDA phone when 
tested for use at the ear is 1.13 W/kg, and 
when worn on the body, as described in this 
user guide, is 0.578 W/kg. (Body-worn 
measurements differ among phone models, 
depending upon available accessories and 
FCC requirements.) While there may be 
differences between the SAR levels of various 
phones and at various positions, they all meet 
the government requirement for safe 
exposure. 

The FCC has granted an Equipment 
Authorization for this Siemens SX56 wireless 
PDA phone with all reported SAR levels 
evaluated as in compliance with the FCC RF 
emission guidelines.

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The U.S. Food and 
Drug Administration's 
(FDA) Center for 
Devices and Radio- 
logical Health Consumer 
Update on Mobile Phones 

FDA has been receiving inquiries about the 
safety of mobile phones, including cellular 
phones and PCS phones. The following 
summarizes what is known — and what 
remains unknown — about whether these 
products can pose a hazard to health, and what 
can be done to minimize any potential risk. 
This information may be used to respond 
to questions. 

Why the concern? 

Mobile phones emit low levels of radio 
frequency energy (i.e., radio frequency 
radiation) in the microwave range while being 
used. They also emit very low levels of radio 
frequency energy (RF), considered 
non-significant, when in the stand-by mode. It 
is well known that high levels of RF can 
produce biological damage through heating 
effects (this is how your microwave oven is 
able to cook food). However, it is not known 
whether, to what extent, or through what 
mechanism, lower levels of RF might cause 
adverse health effects as well. Although some 
research has been done to address these 
questions, no clear picture of the biological 
effects of this type of radiation has emerged to 
date. Thus, the available science does not 
allow us to conclude that mobile phones are 
absolutely safe, or that they are unsafe. 
However, the available scientific evidence 
does not demonstrate adverse health effects 
associated with the use of mobile phones. 



What kinds of phones are in question? 

Questions have been raised about hand-held 
mobile phones, the kind that have a built-in 
antenna that is positioned close to the user's 
head during normal telephone conversation. 
These types of mobile phones are of concern 
because of the short distance between the 
phone's antenna — the primary source of the 
RF — and the person's head. The exposure to 
RF from mobile phones in which the antenna 
is located at greater distances from the user 
(on the outside of a car, for example) is 
drastically lower than that from hand-held 
phones, because a person's RF exposure 
decreases rapidly with distance from the 
source. The safely of so-called "cordless 
phones," which have a base unit connected to 
the telephone wiring in a house and which 
operate at far lower power levels and 
frequencies, has not been questioned. 

How much evidence is there that 
hand-held mobile phones might be 
harmful? 

Briefly, there is not enough evidence to know 
for sure, either way; however, research efforts 
are on-going. The existing scientific evidence 
is conflicting and many of the studies that 
have been done to date have suffered from 
flaws in their research methods. Animal 
experiments investigating the effects of RF 
exposures characteristic of mobile phones 
have yielded conflicting results. A few animal 
studies, however, have suggested that low 
levels of RF could accelerate the development 
of cancer in laboratory animals. In one study, 
mice genetically altered to be predisposed to 
developing one type of cancer developed 
more than twice as many such 
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cancers when they were exposed to RF energy 
compared to controls. There is much 
uncertainty among scientists about whether 
results obtained from animal studies apply to 
the use of mobile phones. First, it is uncertain 
how to apply the results obtained in rats and 
mice to humans. Second, many of the studies 
showed increased tumor development used 
animals that had already been treated with 
cancer-causing chemicals, and other studies 
exposed the animals to the RF virtually 
continuously — up to 22 hours per day. 

For the past five years in the United States, the 
mobile phone industry has supported research 
into the safely of mobile phones. This 
research has resulted in two findings in 
particular that merit additional study: 

1. In a hospital-based, case-control study, 
researchers looked for an association between 
mobile phone use and either glioma (a type of 
brain cancer) or acoustic neuroma (a benign 
tumor of the nerve sheath). No statistically 
significant association was found between 
mobile phone use and acoustic neuroma. 
There was also no association between mobile 
phone use and gliomas when all types of 
gliomas were considered together. It should 
be noted that the average length of mobile 
phone exposure in this study was less than 
three years. 

When 20 types of glioma were considered 
separately, however, an association was found 
between mobile phone use and one rare type 
of glioma, neuroepithelliomatous tumors. It is 
possible with multiple comparisons of the 
same sample that this association occurred by 
chance. Moreover, the risk did not increase 
with how often the mobile phone was used, or 
the length of the calls. In fact, the risk actually 
decreased with 



cumulative hours of mobile phone use. Most 
cancer causing agents increase risk with 
increased exposure. An ongoing study of 
brain cancers by the National Cancer Institute 
is expected to bear on the accuracy and 
repeatability of these results. 1 

2. Researchers conducted a large battery of 
laboratory tests to assess the effects of 
exposure to mobile phone RF on genetic 
material. These included tests for several 
kinds of abnormalities, including mutations, 
chromosomal aberrations, DNA strand breaks, 
and structural changes in the genetic material 
of blood cells called lymphocytes. None of 
the tests showed any effect of the RF except 
for the micronucleus assay, which detects 
structural effects on the genetic material. The 
cells in this assay showed changes after 
exposure to simulated cell phone radiation, 
but only after 24 hours of exposure. It is 
possible that exposing the test cells to 
radiation for this long resulted in heating. 
Since this assay is known to be sensitive to 
heating, heat alone could have caused the 
abnormalities to occur. The data already in the 
literature on the response of the micronucleus 
assay to RF are conflicting. Thus follow-up 
research is necessary. 2 

FDA is currently working with government, 
industry, and academic groups to ensure the 
proper follow-up to these industry- funded 
research findings. Collaboration with the 
Cellular Telecommunications Industry 
Association (CTIA) in particular is expected 
to lead to FDA providing research 
recommendations and scientific oversight of 
new CTIA- funded research based on such 
recommendations. 

Two other studies of interest have been 
reported recently in the literature: 
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• Two groups of 1 8 people were exposed to 
simulated mobile phone signals under 
laboratory conditions while they 
performed cognitive function tests. There 
were no changes in the subjects' ability to 
recall words, numbers, or pictures, or in 
their spatial memory, but they were able to 
make choices more quickly in one visual 
test when they were exposed to simulated 
mobile phone signals. This was the only 
change noted among more than 20 
variables compared. 3 

• In a study of 209 brain tumor cases and 
425 matched controls, there was no 
increased risk of brain tumors associated 
with mobile phone use. When tumors did 
exist in certain locations, however, they 
were more likely to be on the side of the 
head where the mobile phone was used. 
Because this occurred in only a small 
number of cases, the increased likelihood 
was too small to be statistically 
significant. 4 

In summary, we do not have enough 
information at this point to assure the public 
that there are, or are not, any low incident 
health problems associated with use of mobile 
phones. FDA continues to work with all 
parties, including other federal agencies and 
industry, to assure that research is undertaken 
to provide the necessary answers to the 
outstanding questions about the safety of 
mobile phones. 

What is known about cases of human 
cancer that have been reported in users of 
hand-held mobile phones? 

Some people who have used mobile phones 
have been diagnosed with brain cancer. But it 
is important to understand that this type of 
cancer also occurs among people who have 



not used mobile phones. In fact, brain cancer 
occurs in the U.S. population at a rate of about 
6 new cases per 100,000 people each year. At 
that rate, assuming 80 million users of mobile 
phones (a number increasing at a rate of about 
1 million per month), about 4800 cases of 
brain cancer would be expected each year 
among those 80 million people, whether or 
not they used their phones. Thus it is not 
possible to tell whether any individual's 
cancer arose because of the phone, or whether 
it would have happened anyway. A key 
question is whether the risk of getting a 
particular form of cancer is greater among 
people who use mobile phones than among 
the rest of the population. One way to answer 
that question is to compare the usage of 
mobile phones among people with brain 
cancer with the use of mobile phones among 
appropriately matched people without brain 
cancer. This is called a case-control study. 
The current case-control study of brain 
cancers by the National Cancer Institute, as 
well as the follow-up research to be sponsored 
by industry, will begin to generate this type of 
information. 

What is FDA's role concerning the safety 
of mobile phones? 

Under the law, FDA does not review the 
safety of radiation emitting consumer 
products such as mobile phones before 
marketing, as it does with new drugs or 
medical devices. However, the agency has 
authority to take action if mobile phones are 
shown to emit radiation at a level that is 
hazardous to the user. In such a case, FDA 
could require the manufacturers of mobile 
phones to notify users of the health hazard and 
to repair, replace or recall the phones so that 
the hazard no longer exists. 
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Although the existing scientific data do not 
justify FDA regulatory actions at this time, 
FDA has urged the mobile phone industry to 
take a number of steps to assure public safety. 
The agency has recommended that the 
industry: 

• Support needed research into possible 
biological effects of RF of the type emitted 
by mobile phones; 

• Design mobile phones in a way that 
minimizes any RF exposure to the user that 
is not necessary for device function; and 

• Cooperate in providing mobile phone users 
with the best possible information on what 
is known about possible effects of mobile 
phone use on human health. 

At the same time, FDA belongs to an 
interagency working group of the federal 
agencies that have responsibility for different 
aspects of mobile phone safety to ensure a 
coordinated effort at the federal level. These 
agencies are: 

• National Institute for Occupational Safety 
and Health 

• Environmental Protection Agency 

• Federal Communications Commission 

• Occupational Health and Safety 
Administration 

• National Telecommunications and 
Information Administration 



In the absence of conclusive information 
about any possible risk, what can 
concerned individuals do? 

If there is a risk from these products — and at 
this point we do not know that there is — it is 
probably very small. But if people are 
concerned about avoiding even potential risks, 
there are simple steps they can take to do so. 
For example, time is a key factor in how much 
exposure a person receives. Those persons 
who spend long periods of time on their 
hand-held mobile phones could consider 
holding lengthy conversations on 
conventional phones and reserving the 
hand-held models for shorter conversations or 
for situations when other types of phones are 
not available. 

People who must conduct extended 
conversations in their cars every day could 
switch to a type of mobile phone that places 
more distance between their bodies and the 
source of the RF, since the exposure level 
drops off dramatically with distance. For 
example, they could switch to: 

• a mobile phone in which the antenna is 
located outside the vehicle, 

• a hand-held phone with a built-in antenna 
connected to a different antenna mounted 
on the outside of the car or built into a 
separate package, or 

• a headset with a remote antenna to a 
mobile phone carried at the waist.

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Ten Driving Safety Tips 
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Your Siemens wireless phone 
gives you the power to 
communicate by voice — almost 
anywhere, anytime.

When driving a car, driving is your first 
responsibility. When using your wireless 
phone behind the wheel of a car, practice 
good common sense and remember the 
following tips: 

1 . Get to know your phone and its features 
such as speed dial and redial. Carefully 
read your instruction manual and learn to 
take advantage of valuable features most 
phones offer including, automatic redial 
and memory dial — most phones can 
store up to 99 numbers in memory dial. 
Also, work to memorize the phone 
keypad so you can use the speed dial 
function without taking your attention off 
the road.

Whether you choose an installed 
mounted device for your phone or a 
speaker phone accessory, take advantage 
of these devices if they are available to 
you. 

3 . Position your phone within easy reach. 
Make sure you place your wireless phone 
within easy reach and where you can grab 
it without removing your eyes from the 
road. If you get an incoming call at an 
inconvenient time, let your voice mail 
answer it for you. 



4. Suspend conversations during hazardous 
driving conditions or situations. Let the 
person you are speaking to know you are 
driving; if necessary, suspend the call in 
heavy traffic or hazardous weather 
conditions. Rain, sleet, snow and ice can 
be hazardous, but so is heavy traffic. As a 
driver, your first responsibility is to pay 
attention to the road. 

5. Do not take notes or look up phone 
numbers while driving. If you are reading 
an address book or business card while 
driving a car, or writing a "to do" list, 
then you are not watching where you are 
going. It's common sense. Don't get 
caught in a dangerous situation because 
you are reading or writing and not paying 
attention to the road or nearby vehicles. 

6. Dial sensibly and assess the traffic. If 
possible, place calls when you are not 
moving or before pulling into traffic. Try 
to plan your calls before you begin your 
trip, or attempt to coincide your calls with 
times you may be stopped 

at a stop sign, red light or otherwise 
stationary. But if you need to dial while 
driving, follow this simple tip — dial 
only a few numbers, check the road and 
your mirrors, then continue. 

7. Do not engage in stressful or emotional 
conversations that may be distracting.

Your 
wireless phone is one of the greatest tools 
you can own to protect yourself and your 
family in dangerous situations — with 
your phone at your side, help is only three 
numbers away. Dial 9-1-1 in the case of 
fire, traffic accident, road hazard, or 
medical emergency. Remember, it is a 
free call on your wireless phone. 

9. Use your phone to help others in 
emergencies. Your wireless phone 
provides you a perfect opportunity to be a 
"good Samaritan" in your community. If 
you see an auto accident, crime in 
progress or other serious emergencies 
where lives are in danger, call 9-1-1, as 
you would want others to do for you. 

10. Call roadside assistance or a special 
wireless non-emergency assistance 
number when necessary. Certain 
situations you encounter while driving 
may require attention, but are not urgent 
enough to merit a call to 9-1-1. But you 
can still use your wireless phone to lend a 
hand. If you see a broken-down vehicle 
posing no serious hazard, a broken traffic 
signal, a minor traffic accident where no 
one appears injured, or a vehicle you 
know to be stolen, call roadside 
assistance or other special 
non-emergency wireless numbers.
